Bpeech ; it was his intention to support the Crov- 
ernment in such measures as be took to be bcne- 
iicial to the Colony, and were Of liberal and pro- 
gressive tendency. One of the most imporlant q ues- 
tions alluded to in the speech wns llio 1 re-em ptioii 
system, which, ho had not the least doubt, would 
•reeeive the strict attention tif the oHiocrs of the 
•Colonv The Hudson I3ay Company sntiaus with 
"the Colony biins still unsefled, the uiterests of 
■the Colonv sutler in consequence, niul its progress 
is relnrded. And it was a ^'ratiryln^ piece of m- 
telliL'cnce to learn that no setllenierit wouhl be 
■made by the Home Government with the Com- 
pany until this Colonv had been first eonsulteil. 
"The'direot service of our mails is a question which 
'has long UKf'"''' "ur eiiiiiuu'nity, mul we lunv lini 
ourselves in a li;: at last ; but the very fix we are 
in may result ultimately <o "ur benelit, ami be 
Ihe very means of iiisurint' us a direct mail scryieo 
with the mother country. The loilusirial Kxhiln- 
tion question was oiui on vvliicli there was a 
great diversity of opinion; but he hoped that 
the Colony would Indeed be respectably rep- 
resented. In framing the Kstimatos he trusted duo 
economy would be ob»erved by the Govermnent, 
as It was nccessTV to keep within tha revenue 
of the Colony. The volunteer movcniont was a 
wise one, and he trusted would receive the hearty 
co-operation of the honorable members. The 
parly to explore the Island was of vital iaiportance 
to all; but it should be intrusted to yood practical 
men totally uiicoimected with the (J.iverniiient. 
The Mctehosin and Hsiniimalt roads were in a b.id 
condition, and mut t be placid in order beluru the 
winter sets io.
